Company’'s Dooks Show that All Debts

Have Not Been Ligquidated—Re-
port to Council To-Night.

_’_'._

The special committee of the Clty Coun-
cil, consisting of Councilmen Keller, Bil-
Hngsley, Munro, Moriarity and Perrott, ap-
puinted on Sept. 17, 1900, to investigate the
Cunsumers’ Gas Trust Company, will make
its report to the regular meeting of the
Ccuncil to-night. For over filve months the
committee has been at work on the Investi-
gation, holding many meetings during that
time. It also made trips into the gas fields
an¢ to the pumping stations of the Con-
sumers’ Company. The members of the
committee met many times in the office of
the Consumers’ Company to investigate
the books of that corporation and later
held open meetings when officlals of the
company were examined on the witness
stand and other men, who claimed they
could throw some light on the question,
were asked to tell what they knew, The
committee worked conscientiously to probe
the question set out In the resolution to the
bettom and never before in the history of
the present Council has a committee de-
voted as much time to a question as did
tke special committee.

INTRODUCED BY MORIARITY.

The resolution was introduced by James
Moriarity on Sept. 17, and alleged that it
was openly asserted that the Consumers'
Gas Trust Company is refusing to make
gas connections and to furnish gas to citi-
zens. The articles of assoclation, said the
resolution, provide that when the stock-
holders have been pald the amount of
stock, together with 8 per cent. interest,
gas shall be furnished at cost. The resolu-
tion further sald it was openly asserted
that all stock and Interest have been paid
or that the company has sufficient money
to pay the stock and interest due stock-
helders, The resolution added that if
these assertions are true connections and
gas should be furnished to all entitled to
it and the price should be reduced to cost,

At one of the early meetings of the com-
mittee Councilman Moriarity furnished the
ccmmittee with a list of what it was de-
sired the committee =should Investigate.
The list included the stock issued by the
ccmpany, when paid and amount stlll due
stockhoiders; examination of books of ex-
penditures, receipts showing the wvarious
amounts and leases, and the business of
company from its organization to date; all
funds on hand, In bank or bYonded securi-
ties; gross earnings, dividends, how paid
and what interest paid.

The report of the committee sets out in
full all the data asked for in the resolu-
tion and shows the allegations made in
the resolution were not founded upon facts.
The committee met yesterday afternoon
end agreed on the final report, which will
be unanimous, and to-day an additional
paragraph will be added showing the com-
pany's bank balance on Jan. 1, which will
be shown to be about $40,000.

THE COMMITTEE'S REPORT.

The report to be made by the committed
to-night is as follows:

THREE DAYS IN GAS FIELDS.

“To learn what was being done to meel
the demands of patrons of this company,
yeur committee, accompanied by State
Netural Gas Supervisor J. C. Leach, spent
three days In the mud and snow of the gas
flelds, visiting first pumping station No. 1,
built in 189, located in Hamiiton county,
twenty miles from Indianapolis. The por-
tion of the gas fleld feeding into this sta-
tion had originally a pressure of over 3N
pounds per square inch and the wells were
of large capacity. At this time many of
the wells have been exhausted and the best
¢t those still in service show not over
s(j\'t-nl)' pounds pressure, and a light flow
of gas, so that six large pumping engines,
furnished with steam by sixteen bollers,
running full capacity, have a supply pres-
sure of only thirty-eight nounds and a
discharge pressure of 27 pounds, which,
with the temperature at 37 degrees, was
reauced through use by consumers to six
ounces in high pressure lines and one and
one-quarter ounces in the low pressure,
“ihi{-h are the distributing lhnes in the
CiLy.

“We next visited pumping station No. 2,
built in 1899, in Madison county, nfty miles
frcm Inulanapolis. Six large pumps, or a
total of 3,000 horse-power, which is about
8 per cent. greater capacity than those in
station No. 1, are operated, furnished with
gas from about 150 wells in the upper
Madison, Delaware and Grant county
flelds at pressure varving from 110 to 1680
pcunds, the latter being  the highest ob-
tainable pressure in the new wells sixty
miles from Indianapolis in the best remain-
ing portion of the gas belt, where the rock
piessure a few years ago was over IW
peunds, At this station, fed by three ten-
inch lines, the supply pressure is -*lgth):
jounds and the discharge pressure 2%
pounds. This is within five pounds of the
Iimit set forth by law. This uressure at a
temperature of 45 degrees ylelds eleven
pounds at the city limits station, five
ounces in high pressure and one and one-
guarter ounces in low pressure or distrib-
uting lines of the city.

“Your committee visited wells to within
a mile of the end of pipe line, into Grant
county, having Mr. Leach test many ?velis
in our presence. They have drilled sixty-
two wells the past season and laid
twenty-eight miles of mains.

“*The pumping stations and plant gener-
ally seem well maintained and in first-class
working order.

INFORMATION FURNISHED.

“The directors and officers of the com-
pany furnished your committee with a:l

books, information and assistance desired
in the examination of the company's affairs
and state of gas supply, and your commit-
tee, after investigting the supply in the gas
field, by the ald of Supervisor Leach, be-

lleves that the gas supply shows a heavy
falling, and this company has made an
extra effort to hold up their supply by a
constant drilling of new wells and the se-

curing, at great cost, the most desirabie
leases in all the gas belt. We cannot find
any evidence that there was ever a foot of
gas furnished outside of Indlanapolis by
this company.

“We beg to further report that the com-
pany does not deny that it is refusing (o
make new gervice connections, and offers as
an excuse that it has all the consumers on
its lines that it can possibly serve; that it
has not paid its stockholders in full, as
charged in the resolution appointing this
committee, since there is still the amount
of £i15. 298,568 due them.

“In conclusion this committee would re-
port that total value of stock held by en-
tire directors and board of trustees at this
time is £3,273.9, and each one of them testl-
fied under oath that they owned no stock
in any other natural gas company, and
there are at this time 2,088 stockholders in
this company., There are 137 wells feeding
g4s into No. 1 pumping station, 103 into No.
2 pumping station, and six gangs driving
wells in the field.”

CHINESE NEW YEAR.

It Will Be Celebrated Here in Regu-
Intion Style.

—

To-day is the Chinese New Year's day.
Since before the beginning of the Christian
era the Chinese have adopted the prac-
tice of dating the year from the accesslion
of the reigning Emperor, An Emperor on
ascending to the throne gives a name to
the years of his relgn, and each succeeding
yvear is numbered the second, third, fourth,
ete., of that reign. Their New Year's day
is, therefore, a sort of historical date, and
not quite as arbitrary as ours, which, by
the way, was not universally accepted as
Jan. 1 until late in the sixteenth century.
Like all other nationalities, the Chinese
celebrate the first day of their year by

some sort of festivities. It will be generally
observed by those in this city as elsewhere,
The leading Chinaman in Indianapolis,
Moy Kee, who keeps a store on Indiana
avenue, will suspend business and receive
his friends until Tuesday neon. Mr. Moy,
whose given name is Kee, is one of the few
naturalized Chinamen in the United States,
having been in this country more than
forty years and being a voter of long
standing. Nevertheless, he clings to the
traditions of his country, and will cele-
bate the Chinese New Year's day in regu-
lation style.

AN ILLUSTRATED LECTURE.

Rev. H. C. Meserve Talks on “Washe-

ington and Lincoln.”

At Plymouth Church last night the pas-
tor, Rev. H. C. Meserve, gave a stereoptl-
con lecture on “"T'wo Types of the American
Gentleman—Washington and Lincoln."” Ac-
companying this was a series of pictures
showing the most interesting events in the
lHves of these two statesmen. In the intro-

duction to his lecture he said that we like
to think of our Nation as something unique
and our form of government as also unique.
‘“We take men who spring from the most
humble surroundings and would mold them
into what is called American citizens. 1f
such men as Washington and Lincoln had
been born on European soil they would
have passed into the ranks of the nobility
and thelr deeds would have been remems-
bered as only those of the nobles are, but
In a republic we are ever grateful and ap-
preciate them vears after they have passed
from this earth. Washington and Lincoln
were not kings, but they reached the high-
es1 peerage of thiz land—that of being gen-
tlemen.” In the rest of his talk Mr. Me-
serve confined himself (o a deacription of
the pictures, except in conclusion, when he
read Maurice Thompson's poem, “Lincoin’s
Grave.”

THAT BODY MAY DECIDE TO HOLD
NIGHT SESSIONS,

Measures That Have BDeen Passed and
Others That Will Be Considered

—Legislative Affiairs.

*—

Beginning with to-day, there are three
weeks more of the Legislature. The indi-
cations are now that more bilis will bo
introduced this session than were presented
last session. Speaker Artman says, If he
remembers correctly, the number of bllls
introduced two years ago in the house wus
576. Over five hundred have already been
introduced in the House this session and
there is nothing to indicate that the mem-
bers are through sending up measures,

Some important matters are likely to
come up in the House this week. The com-
mittee on cities and towns will in all prob-
ability make a report on Senator Agnew’s
ship canal bill early in the week. A mem-
ber of the committee sald yesterday that
there would probably be two reports on the
bill. Friday night several meinbers of the
committee on citles and towns with
other members of the Legislature went
up to Lake county to view the pro-
posed route of the ship canal. The

legisiators went as the guests of the East
Chicago Land Company. E. M. Erskine,
a representative of the jJand company, ac-

companied the gentlemen. The members of
the committee who went were Mesars
Louttit, Murphy, Slack, and Erdlitz. Rep-
resentatives Clem and Beckman were also
in the party. On Saturday the legislators
were taken over the route contemplated
by the canal promoters. Mr, Erdiitz left
them Saturday afterncon and returned to
Indianapolis, It was the intention of Lhe
others to go into Chicago, have dinner and
attend the theater Saturday night. Mr. Erd-
litz says the East Chicago Land Company
arranged a mass meeting for Saturday aft-
ernoon at East Chicago which was attend-
ed by about two hundred people. Resoiu-
tions were passed favoring the Agnew Dbiil
At Whiting Saturday night the town board
held a meeting and passed resolutions in
reference to the amendments offered to the
bili by Attorney A. F. Knotts, of Ham-
mond. The board decided that the resolu-
tions were not satisfactory and the resolu-
tions adopted request Lake county’s repre-
sentatives in the Legislature to vote
against the Agnew bill

WHITING PEOPLE AGAINST IT.

Representative Erdlitz, who is a member
of the committee on citlies and towns, re-
sides at Whiting, where the people are
against the proposed ship canal. The people
of Hammond and the people of East Chica-
g0 are also his constituents. “I am in a
devil of a pickle over this matter,” saild
Mr. Erdlitz yesterday evening, He ex-
plained that he was trying to satisfy all
the people who sent him to the Legislature.
The people of Whiting, his home city, are
opposed to the ship caral scheme and are
urging him to vote agalnst it. The majority
of the people of Hammond are against the
bill and they also want him to refuse to
support the measure. The people of East
Chicago want the ship canal and they nat-
urally desire Erdlitz to support the bill. He
sald yesterday evening that he had up to
this time been unable 10 make up his mind
what to do In the case, He has hopes that
there may be some further amendments
offered that will satlsfy the people of Whit-
ing, and In that event he will probably
support the bill.

OTHER IMPORTANT MATTERS.

Some other Important matters are likely
to occupy the attention of the House this
week. One Is the Muncie normal bill,
which is in the hands of the House com-
mittee on education. This bill was intro-
duced Friday afternoon by Representative
Carmichael and is practically the same
bill that was introduced in the Senate. It
was presented by Mr. Carmichael a short
time after Lieutenant Governor Gilbert

ruled that the Senate bill had been im-
properly before the Senate and that that
body's action on the bill was for naught.
It is said that Representative Reser, chair-
man of the committee on education, is hos-
tile to the normal bill, and it is known that
there is to be a determined fight on the
bill if there is a favorable report on it from
the committee. It is aAnnounced that
Speaker Artman (s personally opposed to
the normal bill and it has been said that
the speaker is likely to take the floor and
speak against this and two other bills
that willi come up for consideration. One
is the bill providing for an eplleptie vil-
lage and the other Is the bill making an
appropriation to settle the Vincennes [Uni-
versity claim, The speaker declines to
say whether he will or will not speak
against these measures, but he says with-
out hesitancy that he believes the lieuten-
ant governor was right in his ruling in the
Muncle normal bill Mr. Artman s op-
posed to the epileptic village bill because he
does not believe such an institution i2 need-
ed. He I8 alzo opposed to the Legislature
fixing a location for the village in the event
it is decided to establish an institution of
this kind. He thinks this matter ghould be
left to a commission.

OPPOSED TO THE CLAIM,

On the question of the Vincennes Univer-
glty claim the speaker says he Is opposed
to allowing this claim because the State's
Indebtedness to the university has been seot-
tled three different times. He recalls that
many years ago the university was granted
permisgsion by the Legislature to sue on its
claim and suit was brought and judgment
rendered and paid. Two other Legizlatures
made appropriations for this claim and the
State received on each occasion a receipt
for payment in full.

There are several other Important mat-
ters yet in the hands of House committees,
One s the James bill abolishing the present
board of managers of the Girls' Industrial
School and Woman's Prison, and providing
for a new board of managers, with a man
on the board. This bill is in the hands of
the committee on reformatory institutions.
A member of this committee said Inst night
that a report was likely to be made on the
bill this week, It is stated that there will
be two reports on the bill. Another Impor-
tant measures =till with the committee is
the Pritchard bill, giving the Governor au-
thority to appoint the chief oll inspector,
This bill s with the judiciary committee,
and it is =aild that a favorable report will
be made on the measure.

WORE. OF THE SENATE,

Notwithstanding the fact that the Senate
has been conscientiously busy durilng the
rast week and, for that matter, during th
v hole sesszion, thoere has been but a com-
paratively small number of bills that have
been passed by that boedy and sent to thé
lewer house, The big safe In charge of the
file clerk is crammed full of bills that hav

been read either a first or second time, and
ns there are only twenty more days somi
of the senators have already begun to talk
of night sessions, which they maintain will
be absolutely necessary in order to get
through with the work.

During the past week the Senate has
passed the Vincennes University bill and
the bill creating s State Normal School at
Muncie. Each blll was bitterly opposed by
the anti-grab members of the Benate, but
were passed after a hard flight by the votes
of the Democrats and a few of the Re-
publicans. The sensational ruling of Lieu-
terant Governor Gilbert on Baturday, how-
cver, in which he declared that the latter

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cording to reports the bill will meet with a
very chilly reception in the lower branch
of the Legislature.

The anti-trust bill introduced by benator
Agnew is still hanging fire, the author of
the bill having not as yet called it up for
third reading. It is thought tkat the bill
may be amended in some slight particulars
and passed almost in its present form.
Some of those acquainted with its pro-
visions, however, think the bill too strin-
gent and are urging its author to make
some amendments before putting it upon
its final passage.

PRIMARY BILLS,

Another primary election bill was Intro-
duced by Senator Joss during the past
week which, it is hoped by certain local
peliticians, will be substituted for the Min-
turn bill introduced in the House. The
Senate committee on elections will hold an
open meeting to-night for the purpose of
considering both measures.

The insurance men have been making a
strong lobby against the proposed anti-

trust legislation, but have begun to hope
that none will be enacted. No report has

a3 yet been made on the anti-rebate bill,
in which the insurance men are much in-
terested.

A bill which virtually authorizes anti-
ealoonists to wreck the property of any
one engaged in the liguor traffic was in-
troduced by Benator Barlow last Thursday,
but it is probable that it will be killed in
committee. No other temperance bills were
introduced during the week, and it is now
thought that little, if any, temperance
legislation will be enacted during the pres-
ent sesslon.

The bill prohibiting the voting of sub-
eldies to railroads, introduced by Senator
Chdrles, has been killed and the railroads
are congratulating themselves on their
success.
